NEW ZEALAND REPORT 





Halberg Runs 13:27.8, 4:01

Versatile Murray Halberg moved to fifth on the all-time three mile list 
with 13:27.8 at Auckland, February 9, and came back eight days later to run a 
4:01 mile. 

In the 3-mile race the 5'11", 136 pound 22-year-old continued on to finish 
5000 meters in 13:56.8 and thus the two races counted for three New Zealand 
records. Neville Scott and a 9 m.p.h. wind on the backstretch gave Halberg 
plenty of opposition, Elsewhere in a busy season Murray has run 4;08 (Napier, 
Jan. 17), 4:11.4, 4:11.0 (deadheat with Scott, Hamilton, Feb, 2), and 4:13,0 
for the mile; 2:10.8 for 1000 yards (Auckland, Jan. 28); and 8:59. 4 for 2-miles 
(Otautau, Jan. 23). 

Barry Magee was second in the 3-mile, clocking 13:50.8, while Maurice 
Rae ran 9.7 and 10.4 in one race in the same meet, and Beverley Weigel, 16, 
jumped 20'53", 8th on the all-time women's list, 

The New Zealand mile record was equalled at Dunedin, Jan, 29, when the 
Australian school teacher Merv Lincoln clocked 4;01,8 after passing the half in 
2:02, the 1320 in 3:02. In other races here Lincoln won the 1500 in 3:48. 4 at 
Oamaru, Feb. 4; the 1000 yards in 2:11.3 at Invercargill, Jan. 31; and hada 
4:18 mile and a 1:55.1 half. (continued on page two)

Elliott Runs Great 4:04.4

"Wonder Boy" Herb Elliott has added 4 championships and 2 records to his 
rapidly growing list of successes, In successive meets, Elliott, a virtual nov- 
ice, won the Victorian State mile title in 4:06 on Jan. 26, equaling his own junior 
record; the Victorian 880 in 1:50,.8, on Jan. 28, clipping 2.9 from his own nine 
days old junior record; the South Australia mile in 4:06,2, Feb, 9; set a new 
junior 2-mile record of 9:01 in Melbourne Feb, 14; won the NSW mile crown in 
4:06.4 on Feb, 16; and topped it all off with a tremendous 4:04, 4 clocking at 
Melbourne Feb, 20. 

Chilla Porter high jumped 6'104" froma grass take-off inan interclub meet 
at St. Lucia (Brisbane) Feb. 9. He missed three times at 7'3", Porter, who 
made style changes after the Games, was scheduled to have only 4 more meets 
before quitting for the season. He seemed confident of making 7 feet. 

John Landy inhis first race since the Olympics was beaten over 880 by old 
rival Don Macmillan, 1:54,3to1:55.0. Then on Feb, 23 he ran second in a min- 
or 880 and announced his retirement. "I won't run seriously any more" he said.

Villanovans Star, Win 


Av. A.U. 





New York, Feb, 23--It was a Villanova show inthe 69th annual AAU champ- 
ionships as the Wildcats supplied both individual and collective brilliance. 

Villanova won the team title for only the fourth college victory ‘m the meet's 
history and furnished the two meet record breakers as well as one of the four 
who equalled championship standards, The team win was a closely fought battle 
with defending champion New York Pioneer Club, and Villanova had a bare 14 
point margin at the end. The Wildcats tallied 28} points on four wins while the 
Pioneers had just two winners in scoring 27 digits. 

Unbeaten Ron Delany and little Phil Reavis won with record performances, 
Charley Jenkins equalled the 600 figure, and the mile relay quartet scored the 
fourth Villanova win. Alex Breckenridge contributed an unexpected 3 points in 
the 3-mile, Don Bragg claimed second in the vault, Charlie Stead was equal 3rd 
in the high jump and Johnny Kopil completed the scoring with 4th in the 1000, 

Delany had only to run a modest 4:07 to earn his meet record but Reavis, 
who stands only 5'9$", had to scale 5'93" to add one-quarter of an inch to the 206 
year old mark--second in age only to Jesse Owens’ broad jump record--of Mar- 
quette's Ed Burke. Jenkins tied Mal Whitfield's 1953 time of 1:10.4; the 60 yard 
mark of 6.1 was equalled by Ira Murchison in a semi-final and both Charley 
Pratt and Lee Calhoun tied the 60HH standard of 7, 2 with Calhoun successfully 
defending his crown. 

It was, in many respects, a lacklustre meet. Marks were poorer than could 
be expected on the whole, and some of the key events lacked real competition, 

Bog-trotting Delany had little trouble--in faa, no trouble--turning back the 
bids of Laszlo Tabori and Fred Dwyer, despite the latter's secret new strategy, 
Dwyer leduntil just short of the 880, hitting the quarter in 60.5, and then Tabori 
took over at 2:04.1. The Olympic champ, meanwhile, was enjoying the view 
from close up, plainly biding his time. Hungary's Tabori three-quartered in 
3:07.8 and even then Delany was not anxious, allowing Ted Wheeler to make a 
short-lived excursion into third before Ron turned on the power, It came with 
about two laps or 320 yards to go and the King of the Kick won in a waltz. Dwy- 
er futiley challenged with 150 yards left but he only succeeded in prodding the 
Villanova great into a faster tempo. The margin grew steadily on the last cir- 
cuit and at the finish Delany had better than 10 yards on Tabori who got up to nip 
Dwyer in the last stages. Delany's was the 1st repeat win since 1959. 

The Jenkins record-tying win was different. Charley led all the way but 
had plenty of pressure from veteran Reggie Pearman and Tom Courmey. Pear- 
man ran second most of the way while big Tom trailed in 4th to the half-way 
point. Here he made his bid, going wide, and finally moved up to second, about 
a yard back. But he was pinched on the last curve and pulled up, walking in in 
4th place as Jenkins held off Pearman. 

The story of the 1000 is simply told. Arnie Sowell went right to the front 
and stayed there for his 17th straight indoor victory and his third consecutive 
national title. It was a slow race with Harry Bright tagging most of the way.

VILLANOVA WINS A.A.U. 


Nor was there much competition in the 3-mile, especially after Nip Ashen- 
felter, who had won five straight years, lost a shoe. The 34-year-old FBI man 
trailed Houston's John Macy for 13 laps but then had to step off into the infield 
to replace his shoe. He picked up running again when Macy came around after 
completing a full lap. The latter, not realizing Ash was 160 yards behind, put 
up a fight when Nip tried to pass and the issue was settled right there. Macy 
had lapped everyone but teammate Jerry Smartt by the final quarter but ran out 
of gas and was passed by Breckenridge who outdueled Smartt for the place. 

Murchison's 6,2 victory in the final was over a mediocre field and repre- 
sented the first sprint title by a mid-westerner since Ralph Metcalfe in 1936. 
But the hurdle field was strong and Calhoun whipped three good men. It was a 
big field, too, calling for four rounds of racing. 

Two of the relays were honeys. Georgetown had to run the fastest time 
of the year to hold off the NYAC and keep its record unblemished in the 2-mile 
event while the NYAC lost an even closer one to the Pioneers in the sprint 
medley. 

Most winning of all AAU competitors, Henry Laskau walked off with his 
10th straight mile walk title. It was his 39th National AAU win, putting him 
10 up on old-time weight man Pat McDonald and 15 ahead of the 24 wins com- 
piled by former distance man and present NYAC coach Joe McCluskey. 

Three field event men extended their strings although failing in record 
tries which could have come off. Bob Richards, who had promised a new all- 
time high, accomplished his 8th win or tie in 10 years; Parry O'Brien won an 
unprecedented 5th straight in the shot; and Bob Backus took the weight toss for 
the 4th consecutive year. George Shaw equalled his all-time indoor best in 
winning the broad jump at 24'9",

Another Mark for Arnie

Philadelphia, Jan 25--- Arnie Sowell broke the meet record for the 1000 
and Charley Jenkins tied the 600 mark before a capacity crowd of 10, 650 in 
Convention Hall watching the 13th annual Inquirer meet: 

Sowell let Courtney build up a 10 yard lead, then slowly whittled it down 
and took the lead with 23 laps to go. He won by fouz yards in a fast 2:09. 5. 

Jenkins led all the way to win by five yards in 1:11.9, equalling Mal 
Whitfield's record for the spike-holed 12-lap track. 

The mile run, featuring Laszlo Tabori's first indoor attempt at the 
distance, was a closely fought battle. Phil Coleman set a steady pace, 
followed by Tabori and King. With 220 yards to go, the little (5'7", 125 lbs) 
King cut loose and won by 3 yards as Tabori first passed Coleman then faded 
at the tape. The official place times do not give a true picture of the finish, 
as Bobby Seaman was on the shoulder of fast finishing Johnny Kopil with 10 
yards to go. It was Seaman's indoor debut, and he said it was really tough. 
The straightaways were too short and so was the oxygen. Tabori also found 
the sharp turns bothersome. He said, ‘Those turns killed me; they upset my 
tempo. Ild pick up some ground on the straightaway, then lose it all on the 
turns. On top of that, anytime I wanted to make a move, I found the track 
too crowded." King, who was married December 22d, was jubilant after 
his fastest ever mile. Told he had run his last lap in 60.5, he said, "That's 
what did it." Coleman's pace was 63.9, 2:06.5, 3:09.0. 

In the 2-mile, John Macy ran a suicidal 2:09.5, 4:22.6 pace to lead by 
as much as 30 yards, but he faded badly as Horace Ashenfelter's steady pace 
took it in 9:01.8. Two English imports now at Idaho were also in the race; 
Ray Hatton was 5th, and Frank Wyatt dropped out with a quarter to go. 

Dave Sime lost a questionable decision to Ira Murchison in the 50. He 
said, "They should take a picture of that race and study it." 

Don Bragg had no misses in the pole vault until he tried 15'5", and he 
came close on his last attempt. Bob Richards passed up this meet. It was 
big Don's 15th time over five yards. 

In the hurdles, Milt Campbell won the judges favor and the race to 
avenge nis defeat of the previous week by Calhoun. Actually the race was a 
three man photo-finish and there was much speculation over the result. ‘rhe 
same conditions existed in the 50 when little Ira Murchison gained the judges 
nod over the popular Dave Sime. To this observer there was no question 
that Sime won by six inches, but I am just as blind as the judges.

Calhoun Breaks Record 


by George Grenier 

Washington, Jan 26-- Olympic champion Lee Calhoun broke the world's 
indoor record for the 80 yard hurdies, Ira Murchison swept the sprint series, 
and John Macy upset Horace Ashenfelter in the 2-mile to feature the 10th 
annual Washington Star meet. 

Elias Gilbert, Winston-Salem College's super-star of the near future, 
beat Calhoun in an 8.5 semi-final, a fifth of a second back of the 8.3 record, 
and said, "I've got Calhoun in my pocket from now on." In the final, Gilbert 
flashed over the white boards a yard ahead of Calhoun until he hit the 4th and 
fifth hurdles. Calhoun went on to win by a yard in 8, 2. 

Ira Murchison, 4th at Melbourne and leadoff man on USA's record-break- 
ing 400 meter relay team, was impressive in the three sprint races, but Dave 
Sime's illness made Murchison's task easy. Sime, who first flashed into 
national prominence in this meet a year ago, was white-faced, perspiring 
heavily, and showing the effects of a vomiting spell prior to the 70.

Bobby Seaman won his first indoor race, after losing his debut last night 
in Philadelphia. In a slow, tactical race which saw the pace go 61.1, 2:11.5, 
and 3:17.3, the lead in the final 440 was held by Burr Grim, then George 
King, and, finally, Seaman. With a 59.2 last lap, Seaman won by a yard. 

Tom Courtney had an easy victory in the 1000, beating little Ike Matza 
by 12 yards in 2:13.6. Bob Richards cleared 15' for the 104th time.

Ann Arbor, Mich., Feb 8— Little Ira Murchison tied the American 
record in the 60-yard dash and burly Dave Owen tossed the shot 59 feet at the 
Michigan AAU relays in Yost Fieldhouse, 

Murchison, now a student at Western Michigan University. ran 6.1 for 
the 60 on a dirt track to tie an American record held by many, although Jim 
Golliday ran 6 flat last year. Murchison breezed through two trial heats in 
identical 6.3s. His winning time set a meet and fieldhouse mark. 

Owen, University of Michigan track captain, threw the shot an even 59 
feet to set a new meet and fieldhouse record and place him 6th on the all-time 
list. His toos breaks Chuck Fonville's records. Fonville was an official here. 

Owen got off his toss on his second heave and it makes him a definite 
possibility to throw 60 feet. However, Coach Don Canham does not think he 
will do it in the indoor season. "A shotputter finds little difference between 
indoors and outdoors, " Canham said, "but Owen will have more drill time 
when the outdoor season rolls around, " 

Owen's heave represented a new American record for the event from a 
dirt circle, breaking his own 58'103" set last week. 

One of the top performances of the night was turned in by Hayes Jones, a 
freshman at Eastern Michigan College. Jones, a 14.2 high hurdler at Pontiac 
(mich.) HS last year, won the 65-yard high and low hurdles and copped the 
broad jump with a good leap of 23'113".

Sowell & Campbell Star

Madison Square Garden, NY, Feb 9-- A standing-room-only crowd of 
16, 000 saw "the greatest ever" Millrose Games as two world's records fell 
during the Golden Jubilee event. 

Arnie Sowell shattered 880 and 800 meter records, beating Tom 
Courtney again in 1:50. 3 (800m in 1:49.7), and Olympic decathlon champion 
Milt Campbell twice set a new indoor record of 7 flat for the 60 yard highs. 

Other outstanding marks were the pair of 15'6" vaults by Bob Richards 
and Bob Gutowski, a 6.1 60 by Ira Murchison, and a 3:18 mile relay by the 
New York Pioneer Club. 

Harry Bright led the 880 field for the first quarter mile, holding off 
Tom Courtney. Sowell worked his way up to third, then accelerated past 
Courtney and Bright to open a commanding lead. He won by 4 yards. 

Campbell beat Elias Gilbert by inches in his semi-final, and the 3 
official watches showed two 7 flats and one 7.1. In the final, Campbell 
got off two feet of Lee Calhoun, but the Olympic champ cut the lead to inches 
at the last hurdle. Then Campbell gained a foot in the final drive. The 
watches showed two 7 flats and an unexplainable 7. 2. 

In the Wanamaker Mile, Jim Beatty sped through a stiff 59.3 and 2:02. 5, 
led at } in 3:06.3. Ron Delany trailed by as much as 25 yards, worked him- 
self up easily, and struck with a lap and a half to go, winning by a widening 
7 yards over Tabori. 

In the 600, Charley Jenkins continued his slump. He led for two laps, 
then gave way to veteran 32-year-old Reggie Pearman. Bridegroom Jenkins 
could not catch Pearman in the drive for the tape, losing his 2d in a row. 

In the 2-mile, Phil Coleman faded badly at the end and barely held off 
Alex Breckenridge of Scotland and Villanova, Fred Dwyer said he had an 
attack of nausea which forced him out with 9 laps to go. 

The vauiting was sensational, Eight men safely made 14 feet, and four of 
them topped 14'8"", Then it was left to the veteran Richards and his slim Mel- 
bourne runner-up. The two Bobs made 15', then 15'3"' where it took Gutowski 
three attempts, and finally the Warmerdamian height of 15'6". Richards, sky- 
ing better than ever after his short-lived post-Olympic retirement, skinned 
over 15'6" on his first try. Then young Gutowski, ably using a brand new pole 
of the same type so well popularized by Georgios Roubanis in the Olympics, 
duplicated the first-time clearance. Both vaulters, who had tied at 15'5" out- 
doors in a pre-Olympic meet, took three passes at a world indoor record a 
half inch higher than the immortal Warmerdam's 15'83".

Sowell Lowers 880 Mark 


Madison Square Garden, NY, Feb 16-- Arnie Sowell broke the 15-year- 
old meet 880 record in the 89-year-old New York Athletic Club meet, and 
two other records were tied before 13, 000 spectators. 

Sowell ran away from Tom Courtney, who was suffering from a sprained 
ankle. Sowell looked back in the stretch with a 12-yard lead and let up, 
possibly costing him a world's record. 

The meet 60 yard record of 6.2 was equalled by four men. In the final, 
George Sydnor had the race won until he pulled a muscle ten yards from the 
a Willie Williams, new co-holder of the outdoor 100 meters record of 
10.1, inched ahead, and Ken Kave almost nipped Sydnor. 

Burr Grim set the mile pace of 60.9 and 2:02, 4 and still led at 3 in 
306.4. Delany moved from 6th to 3d at this point, and, with two laps to go, 
exploded into a 5-yard lead with Fred Dwyer hanging on. When Dwyer 
temporarily looked potent, the crowd let out a roar. Delany looked back, 
then let out another notch and won by 10 yards. He said, "I thought I had 
it all the way. " The 1500 meter time was 3:52.1. 

Lee Calhoun, smarting under his recent defeats which he blamed in 
part on the banquet circuit, shot off the blocks to a yard and a half lead in 
the 60 yard highs and flashed over the five sticks in meet record tying 7.1. 

Laszlo Tabori won his first indoor race, after four defeats, as he beat 
John Macy by 25 yards in a fast 8:53.4. Tabori pol content to let his fellow 
former European set the pace through 2:13.6, 4:22.9 ad 6:39.7. The Hun- 
garian looked as if he were ready to go earlier, and yrs have had an in- 
door record if he had. But be bided his time until the last 440, then rocketed 
away from Macy. The latter's 8:57, 2 is the best ever by a collegiate frosh. 

Charlie Jenkins, another champion suffering a losing streak, led all 
the way in the 500, staying 3 yards ahead of Reggie Pearman in 57 flat, 
six tenths behind his own world record.

Lansing, Mich., Feb 2-- Make ready for America's fourth sixty-foot 
shotputter! 

Michigan's Dave Owen clearly indicated that potential here tonight when 
he got off a toss of 58'103" during the 34th annual Michigan State Relays. It 
was the best indoor put ever recorded off a dirt circle. 

The 220'pound Wolverine senior, who quit football last fall to concent rate 
on the shot, opened with 54'7". Then, on his second try in the trials, he hit 
his big one. It was nearly 22 inches better than his best previous competitive 
distance. In practice this winter, he has been around 58 feet. 

Owen gives considerable credit to weight-lifting for his sharp improve- 
ment. He began lifting last year. 

A double victory by Ohio State's Olympic gold medalist Glenn Davis, and 
a pair of corking relay efforts by Dave Lean, the slender MSU junior from 
Australia, were other highlights of an otherwise ordinary meet. This year's 
Spartan Relays were held earlier than usual and caught most schools in their 
first meet right after laying off during examinations. 

Davis suffered a leg injury a week ago today and-hadn't been able to 
work out since. Nevertheless, with his left thigh taped, he equaled the meet 
and fieldhouse record of 8.3 while beating Notre Dame's Aubrey Lewis in the 
75-yard intermediate hurdles. Davis also tock the 75 highs in 9. 2. 

Lean, in much better shape than his teammates, opened the distance 
medley with a 1:53.5 half, the Spartans winning as they pleased. But Lean 
saved his best for the anchor leg of the 2-mile relay. Here he blazed 1:51.6 
while closing an 18-yard lead held by Michigan's Milt Robinson and winning 
by that much more. 

Loyola of Chicago cracked the meet mark for the college division mile 
relay as Dick Lahart, Pete Wall, Mike Burke, and Bob Saddler ran 3:24. 5.

Astounding is the word for track performances in 1956. With last year's 
record book now as obsolete as bamboo vaulting poles, there is no doubt but 
that 1956 was the greatest track year in history. The average points of 18 
events, scored on the decathlon tables (which are also obsolete), shows how 
superior were 1956 athletes compared to any previous group: 
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Note that, for the first time, the USA has outscored the rest of the 
world. Coming as it did in a year when pessimists predicted defeat by Russia, 
this overwhelming gain is the highest possible praise for the American 
athletes, coaches, and system. 

Note the direction the graph is moving, and note how rapidly it is 
accelerating. How far will it go? The only conclusion is almost frightening. 
We have been in an era of blind fumbling -- the mere beginning of the history 
of this sport. We are approaching the 3:50 mile, the 28-minute 10, 000, 
the 16-foot vault, and the 300-foot javelin throw. A hundred years from now 
historians will chuckle at the fuss we made over the 4-minute mile. In the 
meantime, let's enjoy the record breaking. 

The rest of the world is improving rapidly, but if past patterns on the 
above grapii mean anything, the USA will stay ahead next year. We can expect 
to slip a litiie in the 400, HH, 400 H, and javelin. We should gain a little in 
the 1500, PV, and discus. And we'll gain a lot in the 5000 and 10,000. Only 
four of our Olympic champions are college graduates; the rest are young and 
should improve. 

In 1956, the world's record was broken in every Olympic event except 
seven. In 1957, every record is in danger except the 400 and hurdles. (And 
the athletes who set those marks, only last year, have not yet retired’) 

As for the rest of the world, we can look for little overall improvement 
in 1957, with their big push coming in 1958 when the European Championships 
and British Empire Championships are held. Europeans improved so much in 
the 4-year period to 1954 that they bettered their 1950 Championship marks 
in every event except the discus. Also, past performances show that you can 
expect them to better the 1956 Olympic marks in all the non- American 
specialties (runs over 400 meters plus the HSJ and hammer). 

The Stockholm European Championships in 1958 should be a great meet, 
surpassing the Melbourne Olympics in about one-third of the events, 
approaching Melbourne in one third, and falling far short in the "American" 
events (sprints, hurdles, broad jump, shot, decathlon, and possibly, the 
relays). It is difficult to imagine Kuts' 1956 performances being over- 
shadowed in 1958, but recent history shows this to be almost certain! 

Another method of recording the astounding improvements in track and 
field performances is to count how many 1956 marks are now among the best 
ten of all time. Of 230 performances belonging among the first ten of all 
time, 136 were recorded in 1956! 

In two events (shot and hammer), the Best-Ten list was completely 
rewritten. Only in the HJ, PV, BJ, 800, 2-mile, and discus were fewer 
than half of the all-time performances made in 1956. 

All this, track fans, should make you drool in anticipation of the 
near future.

Last year 529 schools and 3100 athletes com- 
peted...Charles Pratt won the John Thorton Memorial Trophy for having run the 
fastest high hurdles race in the United Kingdom last year, ..Gordon Pirie won a 
trophy as his country's track man of the year...Colin Ridgway, 17-year-old 
Aussie high jumper who finished equal 7th in the Olympics, says he has accepted 
a four year scholarship to MichiganState... 

Jim Bailey was named Oregon's outstanding athlete for 1956... Jack Davis 
announced he was retiring at the end of his African state department tour and 
that he would study denistry when discharged from the Navy... Russian sports 
expert Alexander Belov says Russian athletes did not do as well as expected at 
Melbourne because they were overtrained. He said Kuts aims at between 13:30 
and 13:35 and 28:20 to 28:25 for 1957...Harold Connolly went to Yugoslavia for 
a short state department tour...when Illinois veteran coach Leo Johnson took 
over the job in 1937 he mailed a thousand letters, received but 30 responses and 
got only 3 athletes... .Bob Seaman says he expects to be under 4 minutes this 
year in some unimportant dual meet with younger brother John setting the pace... 
Charley Dumas has enrolled at Southern California where he will have three 
years of eligibility... 

George and Ginger Mattos report the arrival of 8 lb. # oz. Robert Allen, 
future vaulter... Roger Moens says he is going aftef the 1500 record this year... 
Harold Anson Bruce, recently retired CCNY coach, is going back to Lafayette 
College where he coached from 1909 to 1925...Olympic Games losses already 
total $840,000 and are growing...British hammer ace Peter Allday and discus 
star Mark Pharaoh will not compete next year. Miler Ian Boyd has joined the 
R.A.F...a big new meet has been added to the California schedule--the Califor- 
nia AAU at Bakersfield June 8...The European Track & Field Fixture Congress 
has announced the dates for more than 200 international meets this year... 

Mikhail Peslyak, deputy chairman of the All Union Soviet Sports Comm- 
ittee has claimed that Senator Joe McCarthy blocked future sports meetings be- 
tween his country and the USSR. Peslyak claims that McCarthy wrote Dan Ferris 
a threatening letter soon after American and Russian officials talked about the 
proposed meets in Melbourne. Russian coach Gabriel Korobkov claims he too 
received a letter from McCarthy. But McCarthy and Ferris both deny it... Ferris 
now Says that any invitation from the Russians most likely will be turned down, 
"In view of the current political climate following the Hungarian revolt I strongly 
doubt that we'll change our attitude" Ferris said. 
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B.E. WILLIS, England: "How to ensure that the most deserving take 
place in an Olympic final is an old problem newly pointed up by the fate of Kevan 
Gosper who ran 46. 2 but didn't qualify. I think we must assume that the seeding 
will ensure that the 10 best athletes are araongst the 12 in the semi-finals. What 
objection could there be to the introduction of the repechage system already used 
in Olympic rowing? I would suggest that the first two in each semi go directly 
into the final, and that those third to fifth inclusive should take part in a repe- 
chage to provide the remaining two finalists." 

JESSE ABRAMSON, N.Y. Herald Tribune: "Isn't it time for the AAU to 
accept the indubitable fact that a photo camera is a must at all meets and adopt 
a rule making it mandatory? Most track experts agree that picking close finishes 
accurately in 50 and 60 yard races indoors is a difficult if not impossible job 
and is made more difficult by judges who stand too close to the finish line." 

JOHNNY MORRISS, Houston coach: "Where John Macy goes, I go. The 
University of Houston doesn't send athletes wandering all over the country with- 
out a coach. And Macy and Jerry Smartt train together as a team. They are an 
entry, and where one goes the other goes." 

TINY PALMER, British shot putter: "British athletic instruction is anti- 
quated. We have few real masters of sports and no adequate facilities for de- 
velopment. Oxford, our most famous university, hasn't even a decent gym. 
Weight training is a controversial subject, even in the U.S., but I am completely 
sold on it. I feel that if I can learn it and carry my gospel to England, untold 
results may be achieved. Weight training has enabled me to increase my weight 
lifting strength from 200 to 600 pounds. I developed muscles I never knew I had. 
But this type of training would make better runners, better rowers, better cricket 
and soccer players. Its value would be immeasureable in track, England always 
has had marvelous techniques. We don't have to worry about them. But we have 
been physically below par. Add England's guts to the strength and technical 
knowledge of the U.S. and Russia and we would be unbeatable." 

BOB GUTOWSKI, vaulter: "I think the way we're vaulting now we'll reach 
16 feet definitely within the next two years. I hope to be the one to do it and I 
think maybe I can. Richards has helped me a great deal, but I never can beat 
him. When I have a good night it seems he always has one too, From what they 
tell me, my form is similar to Warmerdam's. Richards uses a snap as he goes 
over the bar, but I swing myself the way they say Warmerdam did." 

BOBBY MORROW, sprinter: "Starting is the part of my racing form that 
needs the most improvement. I work at it constantly. I'm not normally a fast 
starter so I practice at least 20 starts every workout. If 1 canimprove my Start 
some day I may be able to run the 100 in 9.1 or 9.2, The nearest I ever came to 
a false start was when I got a caution in the Olympics for shaking in my blocks. 
I was just scared then." 

IRV MONDSCHEIN, 3-time AAU decathlon champ, in Scholastic Coach: 
"Many coaches will argue that since speed is the prime requisite for success, 
the broad jumper need practice only sprinting and hitting his marks correctly to 
insure proficiency. In fact, some coaches go as far as advising their jumpers 
to not even take a practice jump while warming up for the event ina meet. This 
raises the question: How can the body be effectively conditioned for an action 
when that action is never practiced? Both the above suggestions violate not only 
commonsense but the latest concept of education. Broad jumping must be prac- 
ticed to acquire efficiency, The actual spring must be made in a split-second to 
conserve the forward speed gained by the run. This high speed action must be | 
practiced to be done efficiently. 

JOHN BENNETT, retired broad jumper: "Our Russian opponents were 
real good sports. They were very friendly and didn't seem to be professional. 
I think they fell down in the Olympics because they were overtrained and over- 
worked. Some of the Russians had competed in as many as 100 meets during 
the past year." 

VERN WILSON, highjumper: "I hurt my chin in a basketball game, so I 
grew my goatee to hide the scar, Everybody started kidding me about it, so I 
decided to leave it on for spite. I decided if I made the Olympic team I'd shave 
it off. But after making the team some officials told me I'd have to shave it off. 
So I said toheck with them. I'd keep iton. They're still insisting I get rid of 
my beard, I'm keeping it on just to show them I am an individualist. What can 
they do about it?" 

DINK TEMPLETON, Olympic Club coach: "I believe Bobby lorrow, Dave 
Sime and Leamon King all are potential nine flat men. But can they get it in 
their heads it’s possible? If they should run there'll be a lot of fun this year, 
but I doubt that they will. They're afraid of pulled muscles, of going stale, 
overwork, and they just don't believe it is humanly possible. So count on 9. 2 
for sure, with maybe 9,1, Somebody else will ge the first nine flat."

ED MELVIN, Terre Haute, Ind.: "Under tutelage of F red Wilt one local 
high school, Gerstmeyer Tech, has the first year round track program in Indiana.

Hogan almost caught little Miguel in 
the 220, 21.6 to 21.7. Ona hot Melbourne evening of Feb. 14 Agostini won 9.4 
to 9.5 against a strong headwind and 2 days later again bucked a wind for a 10.1

Herb Elliott's demeanor and intelligence, his coolness and innate racing 
know-how, his unerring sense of pace, and above all his gameness, makes him 
potentially the greatest miler in history--both from the point of view of times 


and wins. 


In the Victorian mile he casually drew away from a desperately fighting 
Ron Clarke, who faded 40 yards from the tape to let the fast finishing Bill Baillie 
in for second place in 4:06.6 to 4:07.2, Murray 4:07.4, Tom Roberts 4:11.6 and 
Geoff Fleming 4:14.2. Herb's 4:06 was achieved with a 56.0 last lap. 

In the 880 2 days later Elliott led through 54.8 and won in a canter in 1:50.8 
to miss Landy's national record by only 0.4, beating John Douglas 1:51.9 and 
John Murray 1:52.7. In the South Australian mile Herb's lap times as he led all 
the way were 66, 64, 65 and 57.2. His 2-mile record of 9:01 is not indicative 
of what he can do for it was a warm evening and he was content to follow an easy 


pace. 


The 4:04, 4 clocking came on a soggy track and in the face of a cold wind. 

It was just 5 days before Elliott's 19th birthday and coach Percy Cerutty said 
Elliott would have finished in four minutes under better track and weather con- 
ditions, He ran without knowing his lap times and beat Clarke by about 100 yards. 

Mike Moroney broad jumped 25'4" and Jim McCann did 24'63" with strong 
wind aid in the NSW chs. Another good wind assisted effort was Ian Tomlinson's

Bank Notes 


by Dick Bank 

I have just completed the High School Track & Field Annual for 1957, and 
being a bit prejudiced, I must say I think it is very good. It is twice the size as 
last year's initial attempt, it now being 5x6} (same size as NCAA guide) and 32 
pages. It has been enlarged to include the 50 best performers of all-time in 
each standard event, plus similar listings for those no longer on the program 
(such as 42" high hurdles, 200 yard low hurdies, etc.), all relays and such 
events as 16 pound shot, hop-step-jump, etc. It also contains the Best Perform- 
ers list for 1956, the only such list in complete form printed aside from the 
list in the October T&FN. Included are 946 performances by athletes from 482 
different schools in 41 states, Every red-blooded fan (and even the anemic ones, 
too) should have one. Ii's a steal for one buck either from Track & Field News, 
Box 296, Los Altos, Calif., or the author at 854 N. Orlando, Los Angeles, 46. 

Now that I've made my pitch I'd like to express a few thoughts on what 
could be done to improve high school track & field. Unfortunately, too many who 
legislate the sport know nothing of what they are doing. I have neither competed 
in the sport (other than for recreation) nor coached (except unofficially) but I 
think I've been close enough to track, coaches and athletes to make a few valid 
suggestions. If you disagree I suggest you turn the page as I'm just getting 
warmed up. 

High school track is the basis for the sport in this country. If it were up 
to the colleges to develop stars it would be a sorry affair. Many who achieve 
fame in high school could not go to college without a scholarship. Certainly the 
universities would not give a scholarship to an unknown. So for a star to be born 
from scratch in four years time at that stage of the athlete's life would be quite 
unlikely. The exceptions would be greatly outnumbered by the majority. The 
AAU would fall even flatter. In fact in sports where it is up to this body to de- 
velop class performers we are always rank also-rans in the Olympic Games. 
The lone exception is weightlifting and this is due to the great interest of Bob 
Hoffman, who spends many thousands of dollars out of his own pocket annually 
to keep us in world class. We have 300 lifters as compared to Russia's over a 
quarter-million. 

So the high schools are our life blood. The important thing now is to re- 
vamp the program so it will best aid our college and Olympic programs, High 
school administrators would be the first to cry that their program is set up for 
the high school boy and not the college or post-graduate competitor, This is a 
valid point well-taken but the situation could still be better suited to the long- 
range development and not hurt the schoolboy. 

The biggest sorepoint is the 39" high hurdle. This ridiculous change was 
perpetrated in 1937. Don't ask me why or by whom. Someone decided all of a 
sudden that a high school boy couldn't negotiate a 42" high hurdle. The fact that 
they had been doing so successfully apparently was overlooked. It is no hidden 
secret that the high hurdles is not a short man's event. Nor is the shot put a 
competition for a 175 pounder. Great small hurdlers are few and far between 
and they are becoming more extinct yearly. 

My point is this: Why should a potential of world class be hindered and 
handicapped for the future by developing bad habits over the lower 39" high 
school fences and wasting three valuable years when he must readjust to the con- 
ventional barriers? I don't mean to say the high school career was a complete 
waste of time. Obviously not for the man was learning to hurdle. But is a fact 
that the freshman and oft times the sophomore years are very average and dis- 
couraging ones for the potential champion. Sure, it makes it tough on the short- 
er schoolboy. But then, he doesn't really belong in the event if he is short just 
as he doesn't belong in the sprints if he has no speed. That this is unfair to the 
smaller boy is taking in the minority. This does not mean that all high school 
hurdlers not over six feet must look to other events but it does mean that the big 
man will be encouraged to try the hurdles rather than be discouraged over

losses to a shorter, better coordinated man who possesses a limited future. 

Good hurdlers of recent years have shown fine ability over the regulation 
hurdles at the end of their high school campaign. The topper was Joe Batiste's 
14,1 in winning the National AAU over the great Joe Wolcott in 1939 while still 
a Tucson, Ariz., schoolboy. The point I am making is not that a few have done 
well after a full season of 39" hurdling but rather that the 42" hurdle does not 
create a hardship on them. It points up clearly that they can adjust to a steady 
diet of regulation hurdles without any ill effects. It might be a bit hard on be- 
ginners, but isn't all hurdling? 

If the short men must run the hurdles put them in the lows. It is a mean- 
ingless race anyway, being a race for a sprinter, not a hurdler. The National 
Federation got a bright idea in 1937 and perpetrated the 200 yard lows on the 
schoolboys in attempting to cut down the 220 lows which someone decided was 
too tough. This new distance had 18 yards between the hurdies instead of the 20 
you'll find in any low stick race. This stupid event finally was tossed out in 1950 
in favor of the 180 lows. The Los Angeles City schools had been running it since 
1937 when the others went to the 200, The 200 was great for the short-legged 
hurdlers as was the 39" highs. Many good prep high hurdlers stayed away from 
it as do the top college hurdlers today from the 220s. It fouls up the step for 
the highs with an unnatural stride among other things. Maybe we'll get rid of 
this in favor of the medium hurdles on the college slate in the near future, 

Another sore point with me is the high school weight discus that appeared 
some 20 years ago. Not that the regulation 4 lb. 6.4 0z. disc was too bit, mind 
you. Someone decided it was too heavy. So now high school boys throw a disc 
exactly the same size but weighing 3 lb. 9 pz, It doesn't make it easier to grip, 
just lighter in weight. Phooey. Now a prep can learn a bad habit by throwing it 
with his arm rather than his back. Also he can louse up his timing. In the 1954 
California State Meet Rink Babka of Palo Alto won the regulation discus with a 
toss of 148'23" but in trying the light platter he couldn't reach 135". His timing 
was all fouled up. Jack Egan of San Francisco Balboa had thrown the big disc 
160'2" that season and he won the prep platter even that day with 159'13". Both 
Babka (6'5"', 245) and Egan (6'3", 225) are big men and the good habits they 
learned us preps with the college disc enabled them to throw 179'83" and 174'1" 
as college sophs last spring. Olympic champ Al Oerter holds the prep record of 
184'25" and he was only. two years out of high school when he picked up his gold 
medal with a throw of 184'103". Conceivably it didn't hurt Oerter in his school- 
boy days to flip the light plate although we could conjecture as to how much bet- 
ter he might be today had he the high school good fortune of throwing the inter- 
national disc. 

Distance running in this nation is not in very good shape. I would like to 
see the preps put the two mile on the regular program. I don't mean for the 
boys to double in one afternoon but rather for those who aren't quite good enough 
at the mile to try their hand at the two. Or for the milers to switch off and run 
four laps one week, eight laps the next. Such a thought in the spring would cause 
certain coaches to throw up their hands in protest. Yet the same coaches let 
their charges run anywhere from 2,0 to 2.5 during the cross country season. 

Of course that is different. There seems little possibility of such a plan becoming 
a reality. These are probably the same coaches who still think weight training 
makes the athlete musclebound. 

The shocking rate at which the javelin is being dropped is also unfortunate. 
Here is an event where most good college throwers begin from scratch. Why? 
Oh, it's too dangerous. Actually, the discus is more dangerous than the javelin. 
You can pretty well control the spear but a wild disc can fly most anywhere. If 
properly policed the javelin could be thrown almost anywhere. If held 30 minutes 
before the first event it could be completed before the start of the meet. The 
three years spent as a prep with the javelin are invaluable. 

California, even though it has produced three of the U.S.'s four 250 foot 
men, doesn't throw the javelin. In fact only three of California's 8 sections 
throw the discus, Nineteen other states still toss the spear, all but two throw 
the disc and 29, many not track conscious, run the mile relay. 

I would like to see all schools adopt the Texas program of running both the 
440 relay and mile relay. The sprint relay as an opener is a great crowd pleas- 
er and gets the fans and athletes in the right frame of mind. The mile relay 
develops good quarter milers and this is important, Oft-times average sprinters, 
hurdlers and even field event men are drafted for relay duty and turn out to be 
nuggets. If Oklahoma City Capitol Hill hadn't drafted a big pole vaulter for relay 
duty in 1950, J.W. Mashburn would probably have hung it up long ago, having 
broken more than his share of poles. Los Angeles City schools run an eight man 
mile, and San Francisco schools run a six man 1320. This is fine for giving 
lots of men a chance to run but otherwise pointless. The rest of the state uses 
the 880. If California schools would run the four man mile a record of 3:15 
would not be unlikely. 

Louisiana once led the way in the hop-step-jump. In 1936 our three Olym- 
pic team members were Bayou staters who learned the events as preps--Roland 
Romero of Welsh, Dud Wilkins of Crowley and Billy Brown of Baker--and got the 
added jump. Then it was dropped and the Louisiana monopoly ended. It was re- 
vived a few years ago and it appears to be making a comeback with Don Troutman 
providing the impetus, 

My last gripe is the National Interscholastic Federation and its record 
committee. For some unknown reason this body won't recognize relay records

Some 30 years ago E.A. Thomas of Topeka, Kansas, began compiling a 
yearly honor roll. The idea was an excellent one but his sources were not. 
Since Frank Lombardi's 9.6 100 was overlooked in 1928 he has missed many an 
outstanding mark. Then there have been errors such as the 59'10 credited to 
Charley Moss of Ft. Smith, Ark., whose best was really 54'73". Gene Dyson 
of Bayside, N.Y., was credited with 58'82", exactly five feet over his best. 
The Federation will accept only winning marks made in high school competition 
in which four or more schools are competing as national records. Yet in 1936 
they accepted a non-winning javelin mark in the National AAU and two years 
later approved a dual meet pole vault mark. I added over two dozen marks that 
met their specifications for the 1956 Honor Roll that had been ignored over over- 
looked. I listed meet, site and date, Less than half were eventually added.
